To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  year  1965.  As  in  previous 
years  the  report  is  in  two  parts,  the  environmental  services  which 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  Council  and,  as  a matter  of  interest, 
the  personal  health  services  carried  out  in  your  area.  These  latter 
services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
and  are  under  my  supervision  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

An  Annual  Report  must  of  necessity  contain  many  facts,  figures 
and  statistics  which,  by  themselves,  convey  very  little  to  the  reader. 
A comparison  of  these  statistics  with  those  of  other  authorities  and 
with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  do  show  the  pattern  of  the 
health  and  well  being  of  the  inhabitants,  giving  a local  and  national 
picture. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a very  satisfactory  standard  with 
the  exception  of  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  There  was  an 
increase  in  the  deaths  of  children  from  11  to  20,  10  of  these 
deaths  being  due  to  prematurity.  The  number  of  deaths  remained 
similar  but  there  were  seven  deaths  from  road  accidents. 

Until  three  years  ago  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  babies  in  this 
area  were  born  in  hospital.  With  the  scheme  for  short  stay  admis- 
sions this  figure  has  now  risen  to  seventy-eight  per  cent.  There 
is  a corresponding  reduction  in  the  actual  deliveries  attended  by 
the  domiciliary  midwives  but  maternity  nursings  increased  as  the 
midwives  take  over  as  soon  as  the  patient  returns  home. 

Schemes  for  the  care  of  the  aged  continue  to  extend  and  it 
is  only  when  all  the  various  services  are  detached  in  one  report 
is  it  realised  how  much  development  there  has  been  in  the  last  few 
years.  The  notes  on  the  Care  of  the  Aged  in  this  report  make 
interesting  reading. 
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My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  L.  Hay,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  Inspectorate  for  their  help  and  co-operation, 
to  Mrs.  J.  Wright,  the  Chief  Clerk,  for  her  supervision  of  all  wel- 
fare schemes  for  the  aged,  and  to  all  members,  professional  and 
clerical,  of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Office. 

Once  again  I would  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  you, 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  courteous 
and  helpful  reception  of  my  reports  throughout  the  year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  the  district  was 
again  maintained,  although  this  year  the  increase  was  smaller  than 
usual,  being  only  20,  and  thus  giving  a population  figure  for  1965 
of  23,420. 

A small  increase  of  7 in  the  number  of  live  births  gave  a 
total  of  510  compared  with  the  503  of  1964. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  increased  to  43,  as  compared  with 
33  in  the  previous  year.  The  Moral  Welfare  Committee  of  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham  continued  to  be  most 
helpful  in  these  cases,  and  arranged  with  financial  assistance  from 
the  West  Riding  County  Council,  accommodation  for  unmarried 
mothers  in  homes  when  requested.

DEATH  RATE 

The  low  Infant  Death  Rate  of  1964  was,  unfortunately,  not 
maintained.  A total  of  20  deaths,  giving  a rate  of  39.2,  was 
reported  as  compared  with  11  deaths  in  1964  and  a rate  of  21.9. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  total  deaths  for  the  year,  223 
and  a rate  of  9.5,  as  compared  with  225  and  a rate  of  9.6  for  1964. 

Thirty-two  deaths  were  attributed  to  Cancer — 13  Males  and 
19  Females  — and  of  these  4 Males  died  from  Cancer  of  the 
Lung.  Seventeen  deaths  were  attributed  to  Bronchitis  and  12  to 
Pneumonia,  but  the  commonest  cause  of  death  remains  Heart  Disease 
and  Associated  Disease,  which  account  for  66  of  the  223  total 
deaths.

2.  Meals  Service 

Nutrition  of  the  aged  is  one  factor  which  has  been  causing 
concern  to  local  authorities  for  some  time  and  the  solution  has 
resulted  in  the  introduction  of  “Meals  on  Wheels”  schemes. 

Bentley-with-Arksey  Urban  District  was  once  again  to  the 
forefront  by  the  introduction,  as  long  ago  as  November,  1956,  of  a 
rather  unique  meals  scheme.  The  scheme,  which  commenced  in  a 
small  way  with  ten  persons  per  week  and  has  increased  to  a maximum 
of  sixty  persons  per  week,  differs  from  the  now  accepted  “Meals 
on  Wheels”  schemes  in  that  the  food,  paid  for  by  the  Local  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee  with  subsidies  from  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  is  collected  from  specified  shops  in  the  area,  is 
cooked  by  the  Home  Help  in  the  recipient’s  own  home  and  served 
to  the  recipient  before  the  Home  Help  leaves.  In  addition  to  the 
food,  one  pint  of  milk  is  also  supplied  on  the  “meal  day”.  Recom- 
mendations for  the  scheme  are  from  the  Health  Visitors. 

Any  scheme  has  its  difficulties  and  one  advantage  of  the  type 
of  scheme  operated  in  this  area  is  that  it  does  not  involve  the 
provision  of  transport,  drivers,  relief  drivers,  food  containers,  etc., 
and  whilst  it  is  still  not  an  easy  scheme  to  operate  the  multi-lateral 
co-operation  in  existence  enables  it  to  function  well. 

The  number  of  meals  served  during  the  year  doubled  that  of 
1964  — there  being  1,962  in  1965  as  compared  with  986  in  1964. 

3.  Laundry  Service 

(a)  The  Homestead 

Recommendations  for  the  use  of  this  service  are  still  from 
Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses.  The  Laundry  was  in  operation 
for  63  hours  during  1965  compared  with  82  hours  for  the  previous 
year. 
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(b)  Queen’s  View 

This  laundry  operates  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  the  Homestead 
the  advantage  of  the  drying  machine  — which  is  additional  to  The 
Homestead  equipment  — is  that  it  enables  the  washing  of  those 
persons  who  are  wholly  dependent  on  the  service  to  be  returned  to 
them  completely  dry.  The  machines  at  this  centre  were  in  operation 
367^  hours  during  the  year  as  compared  with  212£  in  1964. 

(c)  Blanket  Service 

Twenty-three  blankets  were  laundered  at  the  local  laundry 
during  the  year  compared  with  44  during  1964.  The  cost  of  the 
concessionary  price  of  one  shilling  per  blanket  was  borne  by  the 
Committee. 

4.  Visits  to  the  Aged 

(a)  Don  Valley  High  School 

(b)  Bentley  High  Street  Secondary  Modern  School 

These  schemes  have  now  been  in  operation  for  several  years; 
the  visits  and  assistance  given  by  the  school  children  are  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  aged  of  the  district. 

5.  Recreation  Rooms 

(a)  The  Homestead  — Opened  1959 

(b)  “Queen’s  View”,  Queen’s  Drive  — Opened  1963 

These  two  centres  have  now  been  in  existence  several  years  and 
whilst  they  are  open  to  all  the  aged  in  the  area,  are  in  particular, 
the  focal  point  of  the  persons  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  centres. 

The  Sub-Committee  of  each  centre  continued  activities  by  or- 
ganising the  social  events  with  the  usual  zest  and  all  were  supported 
with  enthusiasm  by  the  participants.  The  year’s  diary  included 
outings,  holidays,  whist  drives,  garden  parties  and  culminated  with 
the  Christmas  festivities. 

Both  centres  are  extremely  well  furnished  and  equipped  — 
including  television  sets.  Daily  papers,  two  to  each  centre,  continued 
to  be  delivered.  The  “Queen’s  View”  differs  to  The  Homestead  in 
that  there  is  a flat  above  for  the  Warden/Caretaker  with  an  inter- 
communication system  with  the  surrounding  bungalows. 

The  Handicraft  Classes,  commenced  in  1964,  are  still  well 
supported  and  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  Work  — arranged  by  the 
Don  Valley  Further  Education  Department  — owes  a lot  to  the 
ladies  of  this  district. 

(c)  General 

Two  more  centres  — one  at  Toll  Bar  and  one  at  Arksev  were 
officially  opened  early  in  1966  and  are  on  similar  lines  to  The 
Homestead  centre.  Still  more  schemes  are  being  planned  for  other 
parts  of  the  area. 
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7.  WARDENS  SERVICE 


The  Warden  Service  was  once  again  extended  during  the  year 
by  the  appointment  of  two  wardens  to  cover  two  schemes  each  of 
twenty  bungalows  and  one  centre.  These  additional  appointments 
made  a total  of  15  wardens  and  7 relief  wardens  employed  by  the 
local  authority  to  visit  some  396  dwellings  plus  the  2 wardens  and  1 
relief  employed  by  the  Local  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  to 
visit  45  privately  owned  dwellings. 

The  operation  of  the  service  continued  as  in  previous  years  and 
the  conditions  of  service  remained  unchanged.  The  wardens  report 
regularly,  by  telephone  and  visits,  to  the  Health  Department,  and 
the  card  index  system  — listing  relevant  information  — is  still 
maintained.  Accidents  in  the  home  are  also  reported  to  the  Health 
Department  as  this  additional  information  is  required  for  the  Accident 
Prevention  Committee  on  which  three  members  of  the  Health 
Department  serve. 

The  requests  for  assistance  cover  a very  wide  range  from  the 
completion  of  forms  to  the  collection  of  prescriptions. 

The  inter-communication  system  between  the  Queen’s  Drive 
bungalows  and  the  Recreation  Room  proves  a speedy  and  invaluable 
link  and  it  is  hoped  this  means  of  communication  is  extended  to  other 
schemes. 

The  Warden  service  for  the  privately  owned  houses  continued 
to  operate  efficiently  and  on  the  same  lines  as  the  local  authority 
schemes. 

Any  warden  scheme  is  dependent  on  the  personality  and  good- 
will of  the  wardens  and  this  Authority  is  extremely  fortunate  in 
having  excellent  wardens  whose  kindness  and  devotion  to  their 
charges  exceed  any  possible  reward. 

Towards  the  year  end  approval  was  received  from  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  to  appoint  8 wardens  (including  the  2 already 
employed  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee)  to  visit  aged 
persons  living  in  privately  owned  houses  in  the  whole  of  the  district 
and  arrangements  were  in  progress  to  realize  this  ambitious  scheme 
and  so  make  available  the  benefits  of  the  warden  scheme  to  most  oi 
the  district.

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9.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  staff  consists  of  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  their 
work  continues  to  expand. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  responsible  for  admissions 
to  hospital  and  after-care  work.  During  the  year  284  cases  were 
referred  and  192  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

1.  Care  and  Guidance

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TUBERCULOSIS 


During  the  year  there  was  one  death  attributed  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  one  death  attributed  to  Non  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, giving  a rate  in  each  case  of  0.04  per  1,000  population. 

Six  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  compared 
with  eleven  Pulmonary  and  1 Non  Pulmonary  in  1964.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Conditions 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
several  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice  of 
the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Consultant  Physician,  milk  is 
provided  free  to  all  active  Tuberculous  patients.  Details  of  the 
action  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  scheme  are  given  below: —
